LA  SAL  NATIONAL  FOREST 

UTAH  AND  COLORADO. 

Under  authority  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat., 
11,  34-36),  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  a  tract  of  unsurveyed  land  in  Utah,  occupied  in  part  by 
the  Piute  Indians,  and  which  upon  survey  will  probably  be  described  as  follows, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  excluded  from  the  La  Sal  National  Forest,  and 
restored  to  the  public  domain  subject  to  the  rights  of  said  Indians  and  other 
valid  existing  claims: 

Salt  Lake  Meridian 

In  T.  35  S.,  R.  20  E.,  all  Secs.  13,  24,  25  and  36; 

In  T.  36  S.,  R.  20  E.,  all  fractional  Sec.  1 ; 

In  T.  35  S.,  R.  21  E.,  all  Secs.  17,  18,  19,  20,  29,  30,  31  and  32; 

In  T.  36  S.,  R.  21  E-,  that  part  of  Sec.  5,  lying  northwest  of  the 
southern  rim  of  Dry  Wash  Canyon,  and  all  fractional  Sec.  6.
